PLANS for more than 750 
homes and a new relief road 
for Haverhill have gone on 
display as the latest stage in a 
consultation about the 
scheme gets under way 

More than 300 people turned 
out to a two-day public exhib¬ 
ition of the North West Haver¬ 
hill scheme at the town’s arts 
centre last Friday and Saturday. 

Cambridge-based planning consult¬ 
ants Bidwells staged the exhibition on 
behalf of the North West Haverhill 
Landowners’ Consortium. 

The consultation, which runs to 
March 19, is the latest attempt to 
canvass views about the major expan¬ 
sion of the town, which has been under 
discussion for more than two years. 

A “concept statement” for the scheme, 
in which 40 per cent of the new homes 
are due to be classed as affordable, was 
approved by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council in October, 2007, but a formal 
application for planning permission has 
yet to be submitted. 

The area has already been allocated 
for development in the borough coun¬ 
cil’s replacement local plan for the 
period up to 2016. 

More than 100 acres of land are ear¬ 
marked for the development which 
borders the Haverhill/Wratting road at 
its eastern end. 

It will feature a new school, open 
space for recreation and a local comm¬ 
unity centre. 

Among the objectives of the master 
plan for the development are to “create 
a safe and secure environment for 
living.”

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Drivers 
get fake 
plates 
warning 

MOTORISTS with 
stylised number 
plates on their cars 
face a fixed-penalty 
fine or prosecution, 
police have warned. 

Suffolk police are 
clamping down on 
illegal number 
plates after they 
issued 28 £30 fixed 
penalty fines in the 
west of the county 
for number plate off¬ 
ences. The fines 
were handed out in 
just two weeks. 

Anyone with num¬ 
ber plates which 
have been altered to 
spell out a name, or 
with non-approved 
lettering, runs the 
risk of prosecution. 

Acting Sergeant 
Phil Smith, of the 
road policing unit, 
said: “It is important 
that when Suffolk 
Constabulary and 
our partners in the 
Suffolk Roadsafe 
group are carrying 
out our function of 
reducing casualties, 
we are not hindered 
when using devices 
such as speed cam¬ 
eras and Automatic 
Number Plate Rec¬ 
ognition. 

“It is also import¬ 
ant that witnesses 
are able to accur¬ 
ately read number 
plates of vehicles 
involved in crime.” 

Anyone who rec¬ 
eives two fixed pen¬ 
alty notices for the 
same offence risks 
having their reg¬ 
istration cancelled.

Hearing to decide on 
future of crash nurse 


A NURSE who killed a 
father of three in a car 
crash must wait for a 
decision on his profession¬ 
al future. 

Robert Sigauke, 33, of Kirkling 
Place, Haverhill, was convicted in 
May 2006 of causing death by 
dangerous driving and sentenced 
to a four-year jail term. 

Sigauke killed 62-year-old build¬ 
er David Turner in a head-on 
collision as he drove to work at 
Fulbourn Hospital in Cambridge. 

He must now wait for a hearing 
of the Nursing and Midwifery 
Council later this year to rule on 
whether he should be struck off 
or continue in the profession. 
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His request for an adjournment 
to seek legal advice has been 
granted by the NMC. 

Mr Turner, of Grandridge 
Close, Fulbourn, was killed in 
October 2005. 

Sigauke drove out from behind 
a motorist ahead of him and 
veered so far over the wrong side 
of the road that he left wheel 
marks along the grass verge. 

As Mr Turner approached in 
his Ford Sierra from the other 
direction, he flashed his lights. 
But Sigauke crashed his BMW 
into Mr Turner’s car.

Sigauke was not insured and 
had only a provisional driving 
licence. 

During the court hearing, 
Judge Gareth Hawkesworth told 


Sigauke: “It remains a mystery 
how this incident happened, as 
Mr Turner was flashing his head¬ 
lights at you for many seconds. 

“The most likely explanation is 
that you briefly fell asleep at the 
wheel.” 

Sigauke, who is married with 
two young children, had a full 
driving licence in Zimbabwe, 
which he left in 1995, but had 
failed to exchange it with the 
DVLA for a British licence. 

He was cleared of having no 
insurance or a licence due to the 
unusual circumstances. 

The hearing has been adjourn¬ 
ed to a date to be decided to allow 
Sigauke to seek legal represen¬ 
tation.

The master plan is expected to be put 
forward for approval by the borough 
council this spring.

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Concern as key diversion 
submerged for six weeks 


A MINOR road regularly 
used for diversions has 
been awash with water 
for six weeks and is like¬ 
ly to remain flooded for 
several more. 

The road at Cardinals Green, 
Horseheath, just off the busy 
A1307, is often used when the 
main road is blocked by 
crashes. 

But a resident has said that 
motorists would be running the 
risk of becoming stranded if 
they are driving anything other 
than a four-wheel-drive vehicle. 

Rosemarie Parks, 69, who 
lives in Cardinals Green, has 
filmed ducks swimming in the 
road and cars which have got 
stuck and have needed resc¬ 
uing by breakdown services. 

She said: “Four years ago it 
got flooded very badly. Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
did something about it and it 
was OK for a while. But now 
it’s as bad as ever. It’s been like 
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this for six weeks and the 
council workmen who put a 
flood warning sign out said it 
would probably be like this for 
another six weeks. 

“I have to go round the long 
way to get to Horseheath vill¬ 
age. 

“There is a pond, but I think 
the problem is caused by 
drainage off the land.” 

Mick Oakman, Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council’s area 
maintenance manager, said: 
“We have been monitoring the 
situation at Cardinals Green 
following flooding caused by 
the pond in the village. 

“Once the floods subside we 
are going to look at possible 
long term solutions to stop 
further flooding but this will 
require co-operation from local 
landowners. The road current¬ 
ly remains open and is passable 
with care.”

Play area plans 
swing into action 


A CHILDREN’S play 
area will be revamped 
this summer after 
grants of £110,000 
were approved to pay 
for the work. 

Castle Playing 
Fields in Haverhill 
will be rebuilt thanks 
to a grant of £60,000 
from St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Coun¬ 
cil and a successful 
Play Builder bid of 
£50,000. 

Work will begin in 
June to replace an 
under-fives’ play area 
with a grand design 
for children up to 12 
years, which will be 
completed by August. 

The design has 
been based on con¬ 
sultation with local 
schools and the Park¬ 
way Residents’ Assoc¬ 
iation and its key 
feature is a “castle”, 
sculpted from trees. 

As well as other 
natural features such 
as grass mounds, 
planting and hedges, 
there will be a zip 
wire, basket swing, 


rope climbing frame 
and an area for 
smaller children to 
play in. The new area 
will be sited closer to 
the Newt Pond. 

Cllr Lynsey Alex¬ 
ander, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for culture and 
sport at the borough 
council, said: “Pro¬ 
viding opportunities 
for active outside play 
is important for the 
health and well being 
of our young people, 
and I am delighted 
that this attractive 
scheme is going 
ahead. 

“I am also delighted 
that the local comm¬ 
unity were so closely 
involved in the de¬ 
sign, as now we can 
deliver a truly excep¬ 
tional play area that 
will be used and en¬ 
joyed by local child¬ 
ren.” 

As well as provid¬ 
ing funding, the coun¬ 
cil has promised to 
clean and maintain 
the site and ensure its

Dismay at 
UK’s lowest 
police grant 


A POLICE authority has 
warned that cuts in ser¬ 
vices will have to be made 
after it received the 
“lowest grant Govern¬ 
ment settlement in the 
country”. 

Suffolk Police Authority has 
complained to the Government 
that it is not being treated the 
same as other police forces. 

Gulshan Kayembe, who chairs 
the police authority, has asked 
for an urgent meeting with 
Vernon Coaker, the Minister of 
State for Policing. 

She said: “Suffolk Constab¬ 
ulary is a low-cost force which 
takes pride in delivering a high 
quality service for the county’s 
residents. 

“However, we are faced with 
unprecedented financial 
challenges which I believe are 
unsustainable in the long-term. 

“In the next financial year, 
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Suffolk will receive the lowest 
level of grant settlement from 
the Government in the country - 
2.5 per cent, which in real terms 
equates to a cut in funding. 

“Coupled with this, we are 
expected to make continued 
savings. 

“The consequences of this are 
that Suffolk Constabulary has to 
make cuts in order to make the 
budget balance. 

“We cannot escape the fact 
that we are not on a level playing 
field with other similar forces 
and we have no reasonable 
explanation as to why the 
county is so poorly funded 
compared to others.” 

The police authority met on 
Monday to set its budget and 
council tax demand. 


Bills to go 
up 4.27 pc 

THE cost of policing in Suffolk 
will rise by 4.27 per cent from 
April. 

The county’s police authority 
has set its budget at £109.44 
million in 2009/10. 

It means that an average band 
D household will be pay 
£156.03 towards policing - a 
rise of £6.36 over last year. 

The amount will be included in 
householders’ bills along with 
the demands from county, 
district and parish councils. 
Gulshan Kayembe, who chairs 
the authority, said: “This year’s 
budget will see the constabulary 
aiming to make more than £4.6 
million in efficiency savings and 
productivity gains. 

“However, at the same time we 
will be able to finance some 
modest growth in tackling 
domestic abuse, tackling 
alcohol-related anti-social 
behaviour, monitoring 
registered sex offenders and 
violent offenders in the 
community and working in 
schools. 

“These are the areas which 
people have told us are their 
priorities.” 

But she said the most 
challenging factor was setting a 
budget after receiving the 
lowest percentage increase in 
Government grant in the 
country, coupled with the 
continuing need to make 
savings.

A NEW committee has 
been launched to help 
raise £1 million for a 
Teenage Cancer Trust 
(TCT) unit in Cambridge. 

Work on the new unit at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital is due to 
start in December and it will 
treat cancer patients aged 13 to 
22 from across East Anglia and 
beyond. 

The TCT’s Suffolk Appeal has 
now been launched to support 
the fundraising efforts for the 
unit.

“I just really want to 
say a big thank you to the 
men for getting me out. It 
could have been a lot 
worse.” 

Mr Savidge told the 
Weekly News of their 
relief at getting Mrs 
Harris out of the car. 

Speaking after the 
rescue, he said: “Her 


head was in the water 
which was rising as the 
snow and ice was 
melting.

PLANS have been sub¬ 
mitted for eight wind 
turbines to be built on 
land south-west of Lin¬ 
ton. 

Renewable energy firm Ener- 
trag has submitted plans for the 
125m-high columns to South 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil (SCDC) and Uttlesford Dist¬ 
rict Council (UDC). 

The scheme would overlap the 
district and county borders with 
seven turbines built in South 
Cambridgeshire and one in 
Uttlesford. 

However, protesters against 
the scheme say it is “totally in¬ 
appropriate” and could be a 
threat to wildlife, even includ¬ 
ing the animals at Linton Zoo. 

Adrian Thomas, spokesman 
for the Stop Linton Wind Farm 
Action Group, said: “We strong¬ 
ly oppose the construction of 
these huge turbines on this 
particular site. 

“We will be submitting a 
consultation response and 
rebuttal document once we have 
viewed Enertrag’s formal app¬ 
lication. 

“This will include how the 
turbines will affect landscape 
character, local heritage, public 
rights of way, threats to birds, 
bats and wildlife, including 
animals at Linton Zoo, and 
potential traffic hazards on the

notorious A1307.” 

He said the group already had 
1,400 people signed up to its 
website petition against the 
proposal. 

“We strongly urge anyone 
who is concerned about land¬ 
scape, potential noise intrusion, 
health and safety or any other 
issues arising from the con¬ 
struction of these turbines to 
make your views known by 
writing to the planning dep¬ 
artments of both Uttlesford and 
South Cambridgeshire District 
Councils lodging your ob¬ 
jections.” 

A spokesman for SCDC said: 
“We have now received the 
application for planning perm¬ 
ission in relation to the wind 
farm near Linton. 

“Further details will be put 
up on our website as soon as the 
plans have been registered with 
us making sure that all of the 
relevant information is 
included and nothing has been 
missed out accidentally. This 
should occur within 10 days.” 

UDC confirmed plans for the 
remaining turbine had been 
received and would be on its 
website as soon as possible.

More wards shut 


by vomiting bug 


A HOSPITAL ward has 
been closed to new 
admissions after ano¬ 
ther outbreak of the 
winter vomiting virus. 

Ward F8 at West Suffolk 
Hospital, Bury St Edmunds, 
where patients from the 
Haverhill, Newmarket and 
Mildenhall areas are among 
those treated, has closed after 
13 patients showed symptoms 
of norovirus infection. 

It is the latest ward closure 
at the hospital due to the virus 
which also struck earlier in 
the winter. 

Dr Caroline Barker, the 
hospital’s infection control 
doctor, said: “Norovirus is 
very infectious and every year 
there are cases in the comm¬ 
unity which transfer to the 
hospital. 

“Because the virus has an

incubation period of several 
days, people are often un¬ 
aware that they are carrying 
it until after they have passed 
it on. 

“We are managing the 
current cases using our 
stringent infection control 
policies and have been 
proactive to stop the infection 
from spreading to any other 
wards. 

“Our cleaning staff have 
also been working hard to 
make sure enhanced cleaning 
takes place on the affected 
ward. 

“We would advise anyone 
who has had diarrhoea or 
vomiting to stay away from 
the hospital for at least 72 
hours after they have recover¬ 


ed, even if they feel better. 

“Otherwise they run the 
risk of unknowingly passing 
the highly contagious illness 
on to someone who is already 
sick. 

“Anyone who visits the 
hospital should be vigilant 
and take care to clean their 
hands. 

“If they are visiting the 
affected ward, they should use 
soap and water when they 
arrive and before they leave as 
the alcohol gel is not effective 
against this virus.” 

Anyone suffering from 
norovirus should stay at 
home, drink plenty of water 
and take paracetamol tablets 
to relieve a temperature. 

People with the virus need 
hospital treatment if they are 
very young, very old or frail 
or are having problems with 
dehydration. 


Foul mouthed 
cabbie ‘sorry’ 

A TAXI company boss swore at police 
officers in a row over parking, a court 
heard. 

Dereck Sullivan, 46, was fined £100 
and ordered to pay £60 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge after he admitted two 
charges of causing harassment alarm 
or distress by words or behaviour. 

District Judge David Cooper, sitting 
at Bury St Edmunds magistrates’ court, 
said Sullivan, of Chester Court, 
Haverhill, had been abusive to a police 
officer who spoke to a woman about 
illegal parking. 

The court also heard that Sullivan 
later swore at another officer who 
spoke to him about the incident and 
was also threatening. 

Sullivan told the court: “I can’t 
excuse myself. I own a taxi company 
and we usually have decent rapport 
with the police. I lost it. But I have 
since apologised to the policeman.”

Potholes pitfall as weather 


nuisance 

SILENT 999 calls to Cambridgeshire 
police could cost lives - that’s the 
message from the police force 
control room manager after 30 
nuisance calls were made last 
Tuesday night. 

Police officers and support staff 
who answer 999 calls aim to do so 
within 10 seconds. 

Manager Ed Essad said: “If there 
are a large number of nuisance calls 
it can impact greatly on how quickly 
other emergency calls are answered. 

“Those 10 seconds can mean the 
difference between life and death. 
We typically get 160 calls in an after¬ 
noon and when we deal with a silent 
call, we can’t just pick up the phone 
and then put it down. 

“The call takers spend 25 to 30 
seconds establishing if anyone is on 
the phone and then take time tracing 
the call.” 

A 15-year-old girl from Hunting¬ 
donshire has been arrested on 
suspicion of wasting police time. 

The plea comes after a study found 
that almost two thirds of people in 
Cambridge are putting a strain on 
police by needlessly calling 999. 

Almost 23 per cent of people in 
Cambridge admitted they would dial 
emergency services to report 
graffiti, vandalism and a fifth would 
call about a stolen bike. 

Many said they did not know what 
the non-emergency numbers were.

POTHOLES have opened up 
across Cambridgeshire in the 
wake of the worst winter 
weather our region has exp¬ 
erienced for 20 years. 

Ice and snow have taken their toll on 
our roads and insurance companies 
are braced for a flood of claims for 
damage to vehicles while taxpayers 
face major repair bills. 

In Cambridgeshire alone, gritting 
teams spread roughly 4,000 tonnes of 
rock salt in 21 runs across the county 
over 15 days. 

The AA has estimated a 40 per cent 
increase in road damage from the last 
fortnight’s severe weather. 

A Highways Agency spokeswoman 
said engineers have pinpointed a 
series of pothole blackspots on the 
A14. 

She said: “We have identified several 
areas of road surface damage caused 
by the recent bad weather on the A14 
between Huntingdon and Cambridge. 

“We apologise for any disruption 
this may have caused to road users and 
are working hard to carry out repairs 
as soon as possible. The cost of the 
repairs is covered within our national 
maintenance budget.” 

The Institute of Advanced Motorists 
has issued a warning to motorists in 
the county about the hidden danger.

A spokesman said: “This is a part¬ 
icularly bad time for potholes and 
cracks appearing on the roads after 
the extreme weather. 

“Most drivers will know where the 
bumps and potholes are on the roads 
that they know 

“But what you will find is that where 
the water has got into the hole and 
then frozen it makes those holes a lot 
bigger. The best advice is to expect the 
worst and think ‘pothole’.” 

Cllr Matt Bradney, county council 
cabinet member for highways, said: 
“We currently have highway teams 
monitoring our network to see how it 
has coped with the wintry weather. 

“Given the large amount of ice and 
water which has been on our roads we 
do expect an increase in the number of 
potholes we need to repair. 

“Our teams are on the ground ass¬ 
essing the potholes when they are 
reported, with the priority given to 
repair those which are the most 
serious within 24 hours.” 

Cambridgeshire is in discussions 
with neighbouring councils about 
making a joint bid to government for 
additional funding to deal with the 
aftermath of the bad weather.

Drink water, eat well and

AT this time of year it’s hard to 
avoid the common coughs and 
colds so many of us are 
battling through the day armed 
with tissues and cough sweets.

“In most cases antibiotics are of no 
use to clear up a virus and the best 
advice is to get under the duvet, drink 
plenty of fluids and sweat it out.” 


■ HEALTHY ADVICE ... Dr Rob Hicks 

Dr Rob Hicks has the following 
tips for preventing and treating 
coughs and colds. 

■ Avoid smoky atmospheres 
because as well as exacerbating 


colds, smoke is a respiratory tract 
irritant that increases 
susceptibility to the viruses that 
cause respiratory infections. 

■ Drinking lots of liquids, getting 
sufficient rest, and use old- 
fashioned remedies such as hot 
drinks made with honey and lemon 
to soothe the throat, with added 
ginger to reduce inflammation. 

■ Take Vitamin C, echinacea and 
zinc, which may help to shorten the 
duration of the symptoms. 

■ Once you have a cold or cough, 
try inhaling steam, which has a few 
drops of menthol or Olbas oil 
added, for five minutes several 
times daily. 

■ Eat plenty of green vegetables 
and fruit, and stay hydrated by 
drinking around eight glasses of 
water, herbal tea or diluted squash 
a day.

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Charities hit 
by recession 


WHEN money is 
tight, people tend to 
look at their bank 
statements and start 
being ruthless with 
their outgoings. 

Cutting out a char¬ 
ity donation or two 
might seem like a 
painless way to save 
cash. But it could 
spell disaster for vital 
services provided by 
local charities. 

So severely has the 
downturn hit emer¬ 
gency medics Magpas, 
it warns it could fold 
unless money flows in 
faster. 

Oxfam’s largest city 
shop is also seeing a 
slowdown in donat¬ 
ions as people keep or 
sell old clothes they 
once gave away 

And the city’s Sam¬ 
aritans branch has 
seen volunteers fall, 
just as the recession 
brings a surge in need 
for its support. 

Earlier this month, 
the Government ack¬ 
nowledged the prob¬ 
lems facing charities 
by announcing aid of 
£40 million to help 
them survive the rec¬ 
ession. But the Nat¬ 
ional Council for Vol¬ 
untary Organisations 


says £100 million is 
needed. 

Christian Morris, 
Magpas fundraising 
manager, said: “We 
are finding support 
from companies is 
harder to get as they 
are making redun¬ 
dancies and having to 
tighten their belts. 
People who last year 
perhaps supported 
three or four good 
causes are this year 
sticking to one. We 
are going to struggle 
to be here this time 
next year if things 
don’t improve.”

‘Deeply worrying’ lack 
of child safety checks

ACCIDENT and emergency 
teams in the region’s hos¬ 
pitals have been failing to 
routinely check if child 
patients are known to be at 
risk of abuse or neglect. 

Freedom of information req¬ 
uests found neither Adden¬ 
brooke’s nor Hinchingbrooke 
hospitals customarily looked at 
whether youngsters were on the 
child protection register. 

But both said all clinical staff 
were trained in child protection - 
and Hinchingbrooke has toughen¬ 
ed its safeguards since it supplied 
the data. It now carries out a risk 
assessment on juveniles brought 
in with any condition “that gives 
cause for concern”. 

Although there is no obligation 
for hospitals to check if patients 
are on the register, the issue has 
been thrown into the spotlight by 
the case of Baby P, the London 
toddler who died in August 2007, 
aged 17 months, from severe 
injuries inflicted by his mother, 
her partner and lodger. 

He had had substantial contact 
with the NHS, social services and 


police in Haringey 
A review found a lack of comm¬ 
unication between agencies and 
confusion over online access to 
child protection plans. 

Andrew Lansley shadow health 
secretary and MP for Cambridge¬ 
shire South, called for the checks 
to be made for all admissions. 

He said: “It is deeply worrying 
some very basic checks to protect 
our most vulnerable children are 
not in place in A&E. 

“The NHS is doing its best, but 
many hospitals are getting incoh¬ 
erent messages about what to do 
to prevent tragedies like the Baby 
P case from happening again.” 


A spokesman for the Cambridge 
hospital said: “Although our 
emergency department team does 
not routinely check the register, 
they are all conscious of the needs 
to safeguard children. 

“The team is trained to identify 
suspicious injuries and knows 
how to raise concerns if necess¬ 
ary” 

A Hinchingbrooke spokes¬ 
woman said: “The emergency dep¬ 
artment now uses a child protect¬ 
ion risk assessment tool on all 
children who attend the depart¬ 
ment with an injury, burn or 
poisoning, or any other condition 
that gives cause for concern.” 


Education 
system Is 
deficient’ 

CHILDREN’S lives are being 
impoverished by a “funda¬ 
mentally deficient” 

education, a Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity report has concluded. 

The Cambridge Primary 
Review, led by Wolfson Coll¬ 
ege fellow Professor Robin 
Alexander, argues that a 
broad and balanced curric¬ 
ulum has been eroded by a 
fixation on standards in 
literacy and numeracy 

Subjects, such as history, 
geography, the arts and sci¬ 
ence are “squeezed out”. 

The report says there is a 
need for a national curr¬ 
iculum, but it is currently 
“overcrowded, unmanage¬ 
able and in certain respects 
inappropriately conceived”. 

These are the interim find¬ 
ings of the review, which is 
the biggest inquiry into 
primary education for 40 
years. 

Prof Alexander said: “Our 
argument is that children’s 
education, and to some 
degree their lives, are 
impoverished if they’ve 
received an education so 
fundamentally deficient.” 

The National Union of 
Teachers welcomed the rep¬ 
ort, and said it was 
concerned the Government 
was keeping its findings “at 
arm’s length”.

As most of us know prices have tumbled and with it came the inevitable reluctance by many sellers to put their property of the 
market assuming, incorrectly, that prices would begin to increase. The result was that house transaction levels fell to an all-time 
low. Sellers chose to either stay put or become landlords because they couldn't raise the funds to buy their next property. Buyers 
also chose to rent instead of becoming homeowners themselves because mortgage borrowing became so difficult. Your Move, as 
the UK's largest letting agent, saw record numbers of people begin to rent in 2008. 

So what about this year? 

At Your Move we believe that the worse is probably behind us and that 2009 will see the beginning of some recovery in the market 
for all those in it. January has already been busier than expected with increased activity from buyers and in property rentals. 

Remember that the Royal Institute of Chartered Surveyors reported in November 2008 that enquiries from first time buyers had been 
at their highest level since 2006. 

Of course, however, sellers must be prepared to ask realistic prices. Competition for buyers will be strong and they should 
appreciate that, although the price might not be as much as they hoped for, the reality is that they are highly likely to have to pay 
less for their next home too. It's actually good news to be moving up if prices have fallen.

For landlords who have funds available, we believe many will see the 2009 as a time to invest in property rather than in shares and 
saving plans - which have recently seen poor returns. Many will not be looking to merely take advantage of low house prices but 
will see the opportunities that an increased demand for rental properties may bring in terms of rental values. 

Sadly many people will be made redundant this year or face the distress of repossession and many will have no alternative but to 
turn to renting - demand will undoubtedly increase and that's when new and existing landlords will benefit. 

When purchase prices were high, it was very difficult to get a decent yield, or return on investment, because of the original cost of 
the property yet now that property prices are low, it's often possible to get a steady 8% or 9% yield, which makes shares look very 
unappealing. 

For tenants, there will be plenty of choice in rental property which, thankfully for them, means that rents should still be competitive.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

IT SEEMS that to be a 
success these days you have 
to do more than just be 
successful - you have to 
make a comeback too. Just 
look at Take That and The 
Spice Girls. 

The same can be said for the car 
industry. Car makers are always 
re-engineering their designs and 
the latest brand to make its 
comeback is MG. 

The MG TF LE500 is the first 
product to be assembled at MG 
Rover’s Longbridge base since it 
was taken over by the Shanghai 
Automotive Industry Corporation 
(SAIC) last summer.

So while the country 
experienced the coldest winter on 
record for 18 years I was testing 
the Vibrant Orange version of the 
exclusive sports car - I only hoped 
the heating was as firey as its 
head-turning colour. 


LE500 is 
something of 
a local hero I 


The exterior is sleek and 
sophisticated with black 16-inch 
alloys fitted as standard with 
visible red calipers gleaming 
through the 11 spokes. The twin 
exhaust gives a hint of a lively 
engine and the tinted glass and 
badge detailing add to the sports 
car look. 

Inside the car is equally as 
stylish as the outside and 
surprisingly spacious for a 
two-seater. Only 500 of this model 
have been launched and between 
the seats you will find the unique 
LE500 badge with every one of the 
edition individually numbered. 

The cabin is compact yet 
surprisingly comfortable for a two- 
seater and the leather seats are 
supportive, especially on winding 
roads where the hard suspension 


is impossible to 
ignore. 

As you turn 
the hinged key 
the 1.8-litre mid- 
engined sports 
car gushes with 
energy. The new 
Variable Valve 
Control N series 
engine will take 
the car from 0- 
60 in an 
impressive 8.3 
seconds and 
gives a top 
speed of 127mph. 

The sound produced by the 
robust engine is loud in the cabin, 
which is to be expected, but the 
excitement of driving the 
confident roadster more than 
makes up for it. 

MG has marketed the LE500 as 
“a car for all seasons” and I have to 
admit I was dubious but even 
when the temperature in 
Cambridge was fixed below zero 
the rear-wheel drive car stuck to 
the road demanding my full 
attention. The five-speed manual 
gearbox enables short, precise 


gear changes and the chunky 
steering wheel gives the support 
needed to accelerate hard and 
enjoy everything the capable 
engine has to offer. 

The MG TF LE500 is available to 
buy locally from Advantage MG in 
Swavesey. The Swavesey site is 
also the centre for the MG Owners 
Club where you can purchase 
parts and get any MG serviced.

AN upmarket 
interior, some 
advanced engine 
technology and a 
host of technological 
innovations make 
the sixth-generation 
Volkswagen Golf a 
formidable presence 
in the family hatch 
sector. 

Retaining the best bits 
of the outgoing model, it 
moves the Golf game on 
yet again. 

Under the bonnet, 
customers have a choice 
of four petrol and two 
diesel engines. Petrol 
units are a 1.4-litre with 
80PS or a 1.6-litre with 
102PS, plus 1.4-litre TSI 
powerplants with 122 or 
160PS. The TSI units 
utilise a turbocharger 
and a supercharger to 
produce a smooth flow of 
power across a wide 


section of the rev-range. 
Want a diesel? There are 
a couple of 2.0-litre 
common rail diesels 
offering power outputs of 
110 or 140PS. A number 
of options are available 
on the Golf for the first 
time, including 

Volkswagen’s Adaptive 
Chassis Control (ACC) 
which allows the driver 
to select from normal, 
comfort or sport modes 
to define the desired 
suspension, steering and 
accelerator response 
settings for any 
particular journey. 
ParkAssist, which takes 
over steering inputs to 
facilitate parallel 
parking manoeuvres, is 
also available as an 
option. 

Riding on the same 
underpinnings as the 
MkV Golf, you won’t be 
expecting the MkVI 
model’s road-going 


performance to be 
anything other than 
highly polished. It uses a 
combination of 

MacPherson struts at the 
front wheels and four- 
link suspension at the 
rear, promising to 
replicate the supple ride 
and adroit handling of 
its predecessor. The 
electro/mechanical 
steering system is also 
carried over, enabling an 
11m turning circle. 
Power is fed to the 
wheels through a 
standard six-speed 
manual gearbox, but the 
fast-shifting seven-speed 
DSG twin clutch gearbox 
is also available. 

Volkswagen was never 
about to break with 
tradition where the 
Golf’s styling was 
concerned. A clear 
design lineage can be 
traced back to the 
original Golf circa 1974 


and breaking that in 
favour of some bold new 
styling direction would 
have been completely out 
of character for the 
German marque. 
Conservative but classy 
has long been the Golf 
staple and the MkVI 
model diligently tows 
that line with the wide 
grille first seen on the 
Scirocco coupe which 
merges with the 
headlamps to form a 
single band across the 
nose. 

It’s the interior, 
though, where the most 
obvious alterations have 
been made. Quality soft- 
touch plastics are 
everywhere and 

virtually every available 
button or dial gets its 
own chrome border. The 
instruments that used to 
illuminate in blue are 
now bright white but the 
overall shape of the dash 
is similar to that in the 
MkV Golf. There’s a big 
step forward in terms of 


refinement however, 
thanks to a completely 
new design of door and 
window seals, a new 
damping film that 
supports the windscreen 
and a new engine 
mounting system. 

The sixth-generation 
Volkswagen Golf isn’t 
the giant leap forward 
that some of the other 
iterations have been but 
then, it didn’t really need 
to be. The car is a 
thorough and far- 
reaching facelift of the 
previous generation 
model, retaining the 
highly adept chassis but 
making significant 
improvements in 
virtually every other 
area. 

The revised interior is 
the most noteworthy of 
these as it addresses the 
one area where the 
previous model came in 
for sustained criticism. 
With its high-quality 
image restored, the Golf 
will take some beating.

Petrol price is inflated 


THE new two-part, 
modular bike test will 
make life easier for 
students, the UK’s top 
trainers said this week. 
The Motorcycle Rider 
Training Association 
(MRTA) made its 
comments after a 
consultation with the 
Driving Standards Agency 
(DSA) about the 
practicalities of the new 
modular practical test, 
that comes into force from 
April 27. 

The new system means 
that if bikers pass the first 
module and fail the 
second they can bank the 
first result and only need 
to retake the second part. 
Kevin Bryan, MRTA 
chairman said: “The new 


two-part module test will 
mean that in practice, if 
you pass module one, this 
can be banked. 

“Under the previously- 
proposed single-event 
test, those who passed 
module one, but failed 
module two would have to 
start the whole process 
again, which would have 


been expensive for all 
concerned.”

THE price of petrol at the 
pumps rose by well above 
the rate of inflation 
between mid-January 
and mid-February, the 
AA said this week. 

The average price of 
petrol rose 4.28p a litre to 
90.88p a litre, adding £2.12 
to the cost of a 50-litre 
tank refill. Average diesel 
prices rose 

2p to 100.79p a litre. 

The AA said the 
average petrol rise at 
supermarkets was 4.98p a 
litre compared with non¬ 
supermarket increases of 
4.2p a litre. 

Across the country, the 
rural areas remain the 
most expensive areas of 
the country to buy petrol, 
with south-west England 
outlets averaging most at 
91.5p a litre and north¬ 
west England the 
cheapest at 90.4p. 

Wales, Northern Irel¬ 
and and south-west Engl¬ 
and have seen the biggest 
rise in petrol prices, 


although their diesel 
prices have been more 
stable than in south-east 
England 
and London. 

Paul Watters, head of 
AA public affairs, said: 
“As they did early last 
year, supermarkets have 
allowed their prices to 
rise faster than other 
retailers, while some oil 
company fuel stations 
have taken the comp¬ 
etitive lead. 

“Drivers, who see 
recession, a collapsed oil 
price and falling 
inflation, are irritated by 
pump prices that 
continue to go up at a 
rate they associate with 
the soaring prices 
last year. 

“European motoring 
clubs have run out of 
patience and have writ¬ 
ten to the EU competition 
commisioner calling for 
an inquiry. Greater 
transparency in fuel 
pricing is long overdue.”

THE mainstream Skoda 
range has been building a 
reputation for itself with 
stylish models that offer 
reliable, well-built cars that 
are great value for money.

The Octavia was always 


renowned for possessing 
one of the biggest payloads 
in class and the current 
model does no harm to that 
reputation. There’s an 
available capacity of 560 
litres with the rear seats in 
place. Fold the rear seats flat 
and you’ll then get a yawning 
1,350 litres of room. 

The Skoda Octavia may 
appear a safe choice to 
many family hatch buyers 
but there’s a definite 
satisfaction to be gleaned 
from choosing such a 
resolutely capable family car 
and paying such a sensible 
price for it. If you prioritise 
style and design innovation,

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving.To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far.
